WHEN IS A STRIKE 


Secretary of Labor Wilson defines a strike as an act of quit- 


ting work in order to obtain a change in condidtions of employ- 
ment.

In a letter to the secretary of the state industrial board made 


public today, Secretary Wilson draws the distinction between a 
"strike" in the full meaning of the term and a "vacation" when 
there is no collective action. 


The department of labor and industry of Pennsylvania is 


seeking an adeouate definition of the word "strike" in order to 
interpret when the department may be allowed to interfere or 
go ahead with any program in dealing with industrial disputes- 


"The more difficult problem is to determine when a strike 


has ceased to exist—when there is no collective action in declar- 
ing it off", Secretary Wilson explained. 


"In such circumstances we have not found it possible to fol- 


low an general rule or definition and have been 
compelled to 


deal with each individual case in accordance with the circum- 
stances surrounding it," he added. 


"The Labor Department (has found very little difficulty in 


denning the term 'strike' at the inception of such a movement," 
iWilson said. 


The quest for a definition has brought many varieties of 


answers from almost every state in the union, the board's secre- 
tary stated. These letters will be read in the report at the meet- 
ing of the industrial board tomorrow. In North Dakota, it was 
learned, there has never been a strike. 


A committee will be appointed following the meeting to in- 


vestigate the subject and hold public hearings at a near date 
when it will be decided how long- a strike may go before it be- 
comes a "vacation". Representatives of the chambers of com- 
merce, iron trades council and labor unions are expected to at- 
tend the hearings. The subject will be, approached from all an- 
gles before a decision is made that will be binding in future it 
>vas stated- 


One application of the ruling will apply to the bureau of em- 


ployment which is prohibited, under a state law, from furnish- 
ing employes to any plant where a strike is in process.

WHEN IS A STRIKE 


Secretary of Labor Wilson defines a strike as an act of quit- 


ting work in order to obtain a change in condidtions of employ- 
ment.

In a letter to the secretary of the state industrial board made 


public today, Secretary Wilson draws the distinction between a 
"strike" in the full meaning of the term and a "vacation" when 
there is no collective action. 


The department of labor and industry of Pennsylvania is 


seeking an adeouate definition of the word "strike" in order to 
interpret when the department may be allowed to interfere or 
go ahead with any program in dealing with industrial disputes- 


"The more difficult problem is to determine when a strike 


has ceased to exist—when there is no collective action in declar- 
ing it off", Secretary Wilson explained. 


"In such circumstances we have not found it possible to fol- 


low an general rule or definition and have been 
compelled to 


deal with each individual case in accordance with the circum- 
stances surrounding it," he added. 


"The Labor Department (has found very little difficulty in 


denning the term 'strike' at the inception of such a movement," 
iWilson said. 


The quest for a definition has brought many varieties of 


answers from almost every state in the union, the board's secre- 
tary stated. These letters will be read in the report at the meet- 
ing of the industrial board tomorrow. In North Dakota, it was 
learned, there has never been a strike. 


A committee will be appointed following the meeting to in- 


vestigate the subject and hold public hearings at a near date 
when it will be decided how long- a strike may go before it be- 
comes a "vacation". Representatives of the chambers of com- 
merce, iron trades council and labor unions are expected to at- 
tend the hearings. The subject will be, approached from all an- 
gles before a decision is made that will be binding in future it 
>vas stated- 


One application of the ruling will apply to the bureau of em- 


ployment which is prohibited, under a state law, from furnish- 
ing employes to any plant where a strike is in process.
